residence, at 2100 kours 21 August 1949 when he had observed a flashing white lisit“ 
describing a circular path in the sky. aM ctated that the size of this light 

at its apex was approximately 12 to 15 feet in diameter, color of which was a dull 
white. The angle of elevation was between 25 and 70 degrees and the direction from 
which he observed this light eminating was north, northeast. lr. stated 

that he further observed that this light at apex of a cone of light which he presimed 
eminated from the Nogales Airport. He further stated that this ligut reflected 

upon a telephone pole located in the vicinity of his home at approximately a height 
of 27 feet when passing his home, Thet the direction of flight of this light was 
from South to North (clockwise). GQUMEMERNEEENENE observed this light for approximately 
one-half hour and stated that they were from 40 to 45 seconds between intervals of 
each appearance. He stated that the light was moving approximately twice as fast 

as an airplane in flight. 


Mr, ao the International Airport, Locales was interviewed in 
relation to lighting facilities at the airport. He stated that beecon lighte had 
been-turned on the evening of 21 August 1949 between the hours of 25 and 2135.
